CORONATION OF KING GEORGE VI a iy 


There are stories of which we never tire; stories whic 
we have heard before our fireside, “Tell us again, Orandma, what 
you did when you were young.“ And the stories flow on and on, 
for Father and Mother, and Grandfather and Grandmother, love to 
tell them as much as we love to listen: How they crossed the coun~ 
ry: How they crossed the ocean: Months of travel, now covered 
in as many days. 

We are so accustomed to all the . comforts and con- 
veniences of today that we can scarcely conceive of any other con- 
dition. We can scarcely imagine a time when there Was no elec- 
tricity, no electric lights, no street cars, no elevators, or railways. 
And the contrast with the world of yesterday is no greater, and per- 
haps not as great as will be the contrast with the world of to- 
morrow, 


As changes have come in our mode of e so have 
changes taken place in the earth's surface. Waters beating against 
the cliffs throughout the years gradually wear them away, and 
break a passage through. Calais was once connected by land with 
Dover, but the continual washing of the waves against the chalky 
cliffs, were finally rewarded, and a passageway appeared, which 
widened with the years, and finally became known as “The Earle 
Channel.“ 

About two thousand years „go, and for about four 
hundred years thereafter, England was under the domination of the 
Roman Powers, and it was at this time that London first came into 
being. And some twenty feet below the present city can be found 
the remains of that once great city. This city was walled to pro- 
vide a means of defence against invasion. And every few hun- 
dred feet there would be a gate or exit, leading out into different 
parts of the country: “Aldgate,” “Bathgate,” “Mooregate,” names 
which have continued with us even to today. 

With the coming of the “Jutes,” “Picts”, “Saxons” and 
“Angles,” came also war. For these people desired a country of 

‘their own, and to be dominated by themselves and not by another 
They finally prevailed against the Roman Powers and became an 
independent nation, with “Egbert” the first King of England. And 
since his time there have been more than fifty others, “King of 
England.” 

And as there have been changes in our mode of life, 
and in the surface of the earth, so there have been changes within 
our country, and in the duties of the king. 

When Egbert was King, he was King of England only, 
as were those who immediately followed him. it was Richard ! 
who first adopted a flag for the country, after he returned, from 
the Crusades in 1194. He introduced the “Cross of St. George” 

as the flag of England. This as a plain red cross on a white field 
or background. N ‘ ; 

In 1603 Scotland united with England, when James VI 
of Scotland became King James | of England, and the Cross of 
St. Andrews (an X shaped cross with a blue field or ee ee 
was added. 

The combination of these two crosses composed the 
first Union Jack, and it was under this flag that Canada and India 
came into the Empire. 

In the reign of George Ill, the Act of Union with Ireland 
was passed, and the Cross of St. Patrick was added, (a red saltire 
on a white field), This is the flag that remains as ours today. And 
with the growth of the flag there has also been growth of the Em- 
pire, until today it includes England, Scotland, Northern Ireland, 
Canada, New Zealand, Australia, India, South Africa, Newfound- 
land and numerous smaller islands and groups of islands. 

And as we have had changes in these, so also have 
we had changes in the duties of our kings. In the dayé gone by 
the king ‘was supreme, His will was law: What he said the 
people must do, The people and Parliament existed for the king. 
But with the passing of the years, less power was vested in the. 

g, and more in the Parliament, untih today the opposite holds 
true: the king exists for the people: the will of the people through 
their Parliament is supreme. 

The British Empire is more correctly a British Common- 
wealth of Nations, for each Nation within the Empire is a Nation 
within itself. A Demoncratic Monarchy, , more Democratic than 
other Nations which make the claim of Democracy!. And outside 
Nations cannot understand why we should be so loyal to a king. 
When during and following the Great War, Monarchies fell in Na- 
tion after Nation, the outside world was astounded to find that in- 
stead of the British Monarchy falling with theirs, that our Demo- 
cratic throne became more secure than (ver. 

‘ Why? Some will tell us that it is because the Brit- 
ish Empire is a Commonwealth of Nations: Because these var- 
ious Nations could not be loyal to'a common Premier: that only 
a king could hold such à group! of Nations together. Perhaps 
that is so. But we are inclinéd to believe that there is also an- 
other reason: the British king promises 0 uphold the faith of our 
Fathers, 80 lightly held by authority in other lands: That he will 
be “Defender of That Faith“; that he will “Defend our Laws“; that 
he will always “Give us cause to be proud of our king.” 

Next Wednesday, May 12th, we are crowning as King, 
George VI. At that Coronation, he will vow that he will carry out 
the will of his people, as expressed to him b Parliament and that 

he will.

SENN eT ONY: 
In the Garden 


By J, Bacon 


Last week wa roughly described 
the various times to plant seeds. This 
week we will try and describe plann- 
ing and planting of small gardens. 
The rows in a vegetable garden 
should be arranged so as to give the 
effect of steps with the smallest 
plants on the south side and the tall- 
est on the north. This will give all 
plants the sunshine, The rows 
should be straight, carefully plant- 
ed. Sow the seed not too thick and 
this will save work and make it 
easier later on. 

The flower garden is more difficult 
because different varieties of flowers 
must be shown for foliage, flowers 
or color, A list of the best annuals 
are; Snapdragons, poppies, merigold, 
larkspur, nasturtiums, ginnias, pet- 
unias, gladiolus, sweet peas, asters, 
pansies, aséylim, lobelia and mignon- 
ette, These flowers give color, fol- 
lage and a constant blooming from 
June till the frost comes. These 
should be planted so as to give a

In transplanting be sure to take 
plenty of soll with the plant. The 
straggly roots should be cut off with 
a knife or écissors, A hole larger 
than the plant should be dug and 
the plant placed in it. Then with- 
the roots set in their natural posi- 
tion the soil should be pressed down 
firmly, ‘The plants should be water- 
ed and kept covered for a couple of 
days. This will give healthy plants,
